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SOME  UNRECORDED  COMMONWEALTH  COINS 

AND  TOKENS 

By  Jeremy  Cheek 

Fourteen  unrecorded  pieces  were  advertised  in  the  list  of  “British  Commonwealth 
coins  and  tokens”  in  our  Bulletin  of  March  1974.  Perhaps  a  few  words  of  explanation 
and  further  description  should  be  given. 

Apart  from  generally  released  proof  sets  it  is  well  known  that  per  favour  proofs 
were  struck  of  many  other  coins  and  dates  which  form  no  part  of  a  set,  and  that  in 
theory  a  proof  of  almost  any  Commonwealth  coin  could  be  discovered.  We  can 
therefore  pass  lightly  over  the  Ceylon  proof  5  cents  1945  (Wll)  and  the  Tonk  proof 
paisa  1932  (W55).  Nor  do  we  need  to  dwell  on  the  Ceylon  tokens  in  brass,  as  these 
local  manufactures  were  not  subject  to  strict  control;  a  group  of  fourteen  specimens 
of  the  Ceylon  large  G  a  token  was  examined  and  they  were  all  definitely  brass  instead 
of  copper  (see  Pridmore  43;  W17  and  W19). 

A  token  of  similar  style  to  the  G  A  piece  is  now  known  with  an  additional  incuse  o 
countermark,  producing  the  initials  G  °  A.  Its  explanation,  as  with  the  G  A  and  g&d 
countermarks,  is  unknown.  This  piece  too  is  in  brass.  Another  new  countermark 
is  known  on  the  jh  &  gs  rev.  gona  adika  lead  token,  which  is  known  stamped  with 
an  incuse  o  v  (see  Pr.  48  note),  but  not  with  an  incuse  a  °  o  (W20).  As  with  the  o  v 
and  the  original  jh  &  gs  the  meaning  of  these  initials  are  as  yet  unknown;  the 
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gona  adika  was  a  large  estate  in  Kadugannawa.  A  further  variation  of  this  piece 
exists  with  a  plain  incuse  o  countermark  (W21). 

By  far  the  most  interesting  new  discoveries  are  the  St.  Lucia  coaling  tokens. 
A  small  collection  was  recently  purchased  from  St.  Lucia,  and  out  of  the  thirteen 
pieces  now  known  to  exist  of  the  Peter  Coaling  Co.  Ltd. — Peter  &  Co.  series  only 
five  were  previously  recorded.  Major  Pridmore1  records  with  the  name  the  peter 
coaling  c°  Ld  shilling ,  night  and  day  tokens,  and  with  the  name  peter  and  co 
fourpence  and  night  tokens.  In  fact  a  complete  range  of  shilling ,  fourpence,  twopence , 
night,  and  day  tokens  were  issued  with  each  name.  A  table  listing  are  given  below. 

As  usual  in  the  series  they  are  all  uniface  and  struck  in  brass.  The  day  tokens  of 
Peter  and  Co.  do  not  bear  the  denomination  but  fit  into  the  series  best  with  that 
denomination  and  since  they  are  square  like  the  Peter  Coaling  Co.  Ltd.  day  tokens, 
the  only  denomination  of  that  shape,  they  are  therefore  assumed  to  be  for  use  in  the 
daytime.  They  were  made  with  a  different  shape  from  the  night  tokens  to  distinguish 
them  easily  in  the  dark,  as  tokens  for  night  work  were  worth  more  due  to  the  increased 
rate  of  pay.  It  is  possible  that  no.  4  was  prepared  but  not  issued  as  all  specimens 
seen  are  in  good  condition.  Judging  from  the  relative  quantities  seen  no.  2  is  a 
scarcer  variety  than  no.  3,  while  no.  5  (which  did  circulate)  is  especially  rare.  Minor 
varieties  are  also  known  of  the  Peter  and  Co.  day  token  (no.  7  with  I  of  coaling 
missing)  and  the  Peter  and  Co.  fourpence  (a  brockage  of  Pr.  11). 

For  information  about  the  makers  of  these  tokens,  R.  Neal,  London,  readers  are 
referred  to  our  Bulletins  of  May  1968  (pp.  170-2)  and  March  1974  (pp.  77-9),  where 
they  will  find  the  relevant  entries  in  R.  N.  P.  Hawkins’  serialised  Dictionary  of 
makers  of  British  nineteenth  century  metallic  tickets  and  checks.

The  first  auction  sale  prepared  by  seaby  auctions  ltd.  was  held  at  Messrs, 
jlendinings  on  March  13th.

Among  the  gold  coins  a  Henry  VI  Restoration  period  angel  fetched  £1000, 
a  Mary  fine  sovereign  £2300,  and  an  Oxford  triple  unite,  1642,  £4200.

£1250,  and  an  Edward  I  groat,  £1250— a  record  price  for  an  English  groat. 


BRITISH  COIN  JEWELS

Coins  as  objects  of  adornment  have  proved  very  popular  in  recent  years,  par¬ 
ticularly  since  decimalization  has  led  to  the  ready  availability  of  pence,  halfpence  and 
nickel-brass  threepenny  pieces  for  conversion  into  bracelets,  necklaces  and  pendants. 
Sovereigns  have  long  been  popular  as  ring-bezels  and  brooch  centrepieces  on  account 
of  their  attractive  design  of  George  and  the  Dragon.  Where  actual  coins  have  proved 
too  expensive,  gilt  alloy  imitations  have  been  made  for  the  purpose,  sometimes  with 
types  which  are  debased  versions  of  classical  Greek  or  Roman  prototypes. 

Coins  had  been  put  to  all  these  uses  in  antiquity.  Imitations  of  Roman  silver 
denarii  were  being  made  in  terracotta  as  pendants  at  Kondapur,  Hyderabad  in 
India  in  the  first  century  A.D.,  and  some  Greek  coins  appear  to  have  been  pierced  in 
J^mtiquity  for  suspension.  In  Britain  the  earliest  example  of  a  coin  used  as  a  jewel 
wcomes  from  the  Early  Iron  Age.  A  burial  mound  excavated  at  Lexden,  near  Colchester, 
datable  to  around  40a.d.  contained  a  pendant  made  out  of  a  denarius  of  Augustus  of 
about  17b.c.  The  portrait  had  been  cut  from  the  coin  and  mounted,  presumably 
because  it  was  regarded  with  some  reverence.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  burial 
was  of  an  important  chief,  possibly  even  of  Cunobelin. 

The  period  when  coin  jewellery  was  at  its  most  fashionable  in  Europe  was  the 
Dark  Ages,  and  numerous  examples  of  coins  set  in  jewels  have  survived  from  the 
fifth  to  seventh  centuries.  As  in  our  own  century,  shortage  of  actual  coins  led  to  a 
series  of  imitations  being  devised,  and  in  Denmark  and  England  it  is  possible  to  trace 
from  the  then  late  fourth  to  the  sixth  century  the  gradual  disintegration  of  Roman 
coin  designs  on  a  series  of  thin  gold  pendants  known  as  bracteates. 

During  the  heyday  of  the  Roman  Empire  coins  had  travelled  across  the  German 
frontier  into  northern  Europe,  where  they  had  been  used  as  bullion  in  trade  transac¬ 
tions,  and  had  even,  in  imitation  of  Roman  fashion,  been  put  in  the  mouths  of  the 
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dead  as  payment  to  the  ferryman  for  the  journey  across  the  waters  of  the  Underworld. 
In  the  fourth  century  a.d.  other  factors  led  to  the  increase  in  the  northern  flow  of 
Roman  currency.  Barbarian  mercenaries  served  in  the  Roman  army,  and  returned 
home  with  their  pay  in  the  form  of  Roman  coins.  It  was  a  time  of  growing  unrest, 
and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  Romans  poured  gold  coin  into  northern  Europe 
to  keep  barbarian  bands  out  of  Roman  territory.  It  only  acted  as  a  further  inducement 
to  them  to  raid,  however,  and  in  the  later  fourth  and  fifth  centuries  groups  of  bar¬ 
barians,  notably  Goths  and  Huns,  brought  more  coins  into  Germany  and  Scandinavia. 
Trade  too  was  gradually  being  established  between  the  developing  Byzantine  civiliza¬ 
tion  and  the  Baltic,  and  a  trade  route  was  opened  between  Scandinavia  and  the 
Black  Sea.  Not  surprisingly,  the  coins  that  were  most  favoured  were  gold  solidi  and 
their  fractions,  the  tremisses  (J  solidi).  Finds  of  gold  are  ahnost  the  only  evidence 
for  man’s  presence  in  Denmark  between  450  and  525,  and  though  more  settlements 
are  known  in  Sweden  and  Western  Norway  gold  is  equally  plentiful  there. 

On  the  Continent,  coinage  continued  to  be  struck  in  Gaul  in  spite  of  the  barbarian  flj 
migrations  into  the  country.  In  the  fifth  century  some  of  the  early  barbarian  kingdoms® 
were  striking  solidi  and  tremisses  which  imitated  very  accurately  the  regular  issues 
of  imperial  mints  of  the  late  Roman  Empire.  In  the  late  fifth  and  early  sixth  centuries 
Visigoths  and  Burgundians  were  both  issuing  coins  in  France,  until  their  kingdoms 
were  swallowed  up  by  the  Merovingian  Franks,  while  in  Southern  France  there  was 
a  coinage  of  solidi  imitating  the  Byzantine  which  continued  until  the  seventh  century. 
Outside  Gaul  however  there  was  no  regular  coinage  before  the  mid-sixth  century. 
In  Germany,  the  Low  Countries  and  France  the  Merovingian  Franks  established  a 
regular  currency  of  solidi  and  tremisses  imitating  the  Roman,  the  earliest  issues  in 
both  France  and  Germany  being  struck  by  Theodebert  I  (534-548a.d.).  Gold 
tremisses,  struck  from  a  bewildering  variety  of  mints,  were  the  staple  currency  in 
North-West  Europe  for  the  period  down  to  c.  675a.d.  or  slightly  later,  when  the 
transition  to  a  silver  coinage  gradually  took  place. 

The  problem  of  coinage  and  currency  in  early  Anglo-Saxon  England  is  a  difficult 
one.  Roman  coinage  as  a  means  of  trade  was  extinct  by  c.  430.  Between  550  and  575a.d. 
large  numbers  of  Merovingian  coins  were  coming  in  to  Eastern  England,  and  around 
this  period  too,  Byzantine  gold  coins  also  seem  to  have  reached  Britain  in  small 
numbers.  While  initially  they  may  simply  have  had  a  bullion  value,  the  frequency 
of  the  occurrence  of  Merovingian  coins  in  late  sixth  century  contexts  in  the  south¬ 
east  suggests  that  they  may  also  have  had  an  increasing  use  as  currency;  at  some 
debated  point  between  about  590  and  675  the  Anglo-Saxons  began  striking  their 
own  gold  coinage,  some  pieces  seemingly  being  the  work  of  Merovingian  die  engravers.  ^ 

Most  of  the  early  Anglo-Saxon  coin-ornaments  come  from  Kent  and  the  south-® 
east.  During  the  sixth  century  links  were  established  between  Kent  and  other  areas. 

A  two-way  current  between  England  and  Scandinavia  led  to  the  development  of 
certain  brooch  types,  and  to  the  importation  into  England  of  Danish  bracteates. 
At  the  end  of  the  century7  a  rich  culture,  known  as  the  Kentish,  developed.  Trade 
brought  bronze  bowls  and  amethyst  beads  from  Coptic  Egypt,  garnets  for  making 
jewellery  from  Africa  or  the  Near  East,  shells  from  India  and  glass  from  the  Rhineland. 
Diplomatic  relations  with  the  Frankish  kingdom  were  established  when  Etheloert 
of  Kent  married  the  daughter  of  the  King  of  the  Franks  in  the  late  sixth  century. 

In  Kent  there  evolved  sophisticated  techniques  of  jewellery  manufacture  that  were 
seen  at  their  best  on  disc  brooches.  The  techniques  used  in  jewellery  production 
were  shared  by  many  of  the  barbarian  peoples  of  the  period,  but  the  Kentish  crafts¬ 
men  excelled  in  their  application.  The  most  important  of  these  techniques  was  the 
use  of  cloisonne  work,  in  which  inlays  of  glass,  garnet,  lapis  lazuli  (another  import 
from  Africa)  and  meerschaum  were  set  in  cells  or  cloisons  of  gold.  Sometimes  a 
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piece  of  gold  foil  with  a  pattern  on  it  was  set  behind  the  inlay  to  make  it  reflect  the 
light.  Twisted  gold  wire  or  filigree  was  also  used  by  Kentish  artists,  to  achieve 
impressive  results,  and  these  techniques  are  found  employed  on  some  of  the  coin 
ornaments.

The  earliest  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  coin  ornaments  pre-date  the  seventh  century, 
and  consist  of  a  series  of  bracteates,  all  of  Danish  origin.  The  name  bracteate  means 
a  thin  sheet  of  metal,  and  these  ornaments  are  characterized  by  being  exceptionally 
thin,  with  relief  designs  on  one  side  only  produced  by  a  process  probably  similar  to 
that  used  for  producing  bracteate  coins  in  medieval  Germany.  The  earliest  known 
example  comes  from  Oxford,  and  appears  to  imitate  a  Constantinian  coin.  The 
legends  are  completely  blundered,  and  it  has  a  large  ornamental  border.  It  probably 
dates  from  the  early  fifth  century,  and  may  have  belonged  to  some  German  federate. 
A  slightly  later  example  from  Faversham  in  Kent  seems  to  imitate  a  similar  coin, 
but  on  account  of  its  imitation  filigree  border  was  probably  made  no  earlier  than  the 
sixth  century  (Fig.  1  a).  An  interesting  bracteate  from  Bifrons,  Kent,  departs  much 
further  from  the  Roman  coin  that  inspired  it  (Fig.  1  b).  It  shows  a  human  figure 
|vith  uplifted  hands  and  face,  which  may  be  inspired  by  a  coin  of  Crispus.  Later  still 
?s  a  bracteate  from  Longbridge,  which  has  a  design  derived  from  a  coin  with  a 
horseman  as  a  reverse  type,  such  as  the  fel  temp  reparatio  coins  of  the  fourth 
century.  Most  of  the  bracteates  found  in  England  belong  to  a  very  debased  series, 
with  a  skein-like  ribbon  pattern  which  is  difficult  to  see  as  representing  any  Roman 
coin  type;  almost  certainly  however  their  ultimate  inspiration  is  some  horseman  type. 
These  bracteates  date  from  the  end  of  the  sixth  century,  and  appear  to  have  been 
used  as  spacer  plates  in  necklaces. 

It  is  unlikely  that  the  bracteates  or  other  types  of  coin  pendant  were  regarded 
by  their  owners  as  purely  ornamental.  In  the  fourth  century  the  Roman  Empire 
was  held  in  some  awe,  and  possibly  coins  were  regarded  as  symbols  of  it  worthy  of 
veneration.  It  may  have  been  this  that  led  to  their  use  as  medallions  and  the  appearance 
of  bracteates  and  other  types  of  medallions  that  imitated  Roman  coin  types.  A  notable 
feature  of  the  borders  of  some  bracteates  and  coin  pendants  is  the  occurrence  of  a 
double-headed  animal  or  snake,  a  motif  which  also  appears  on  representations  of 
helmets  and  which  was  a  symbol  of  Woden  (Odin).

This  same  motif  occurs  on  a  coin  pendant  from  Bacton,  Norfolk,  which  seems  to 
be  from  the  same  workshop  that  produced  the  Sutton  Hoo  treasure.  The  Bacton 
pendant  was  found  on  a  beach  in  1845,  and  has  as  its  centre  a  copy  of  a  solidus  of 
Maurice  Tiberius  (583-602),  set  within  a  cloisonne  border  of  garnets  (Fig.  2  b).  On 
account  of  a  number  of  stylistic  considerations,  of  which  the  most  important  are  its 
connections  with  Sutton  Hoo  and  its  similarity  to  a  coin  pendant  from  a  hoard  found 
at  Wieuwerd  in  Friesland,  it  should  be  dated  to  around  630.  Similar  to  it  are  three 
other  pendants  with  cloisonne  borders,  from  Forsbrook,  Staffordshire,  Wilton, 
Norfolk  (Fig.  2  a)  and  from  an  unknown  site.  The  Forsbrook  pendant  contains  a 
solidus  of  Valentinian  II,  that  from  Wilton  of  Heraclius  and  Constantine  (c.  620), 
and  the  unprovenanced  find  one  of  Valens.  In  addition  there  is  a  pendant  with  a 
missing  coin  from  Wye  Down  in  Kent.  The  Wilton  pendant  differs  from  the  others 
in  that  it  is  in  the  form  of  an  equal-armed  cross.  As  it  is  almost  certainly  Christian 
it  may  date  from  slightly  later  than  the  others,  and  compares  closely  in  general  type 
to  the  cross  found  in  St.  Cuthbert’s  coffin  in  Durham  Cathedral. 

Apart  from  these  pendants  there  are  a  number  of  other  coin-jewels.  The  most 
notable  of  these  are  coins  which  have  been  converted  into  pendants  simply  by  the 
addition  of  loops.  Copies  of  coins  of  Maurice  Tiberius,  Heraclius  and  Chlotair 
were  thus  treated  in  a  grave  find  from  Sarre  in  Kent,  while  from  Compton  Vemey, 
Warwickshire,  a  gold  sceatta  was  found  with  an  attached  loop.  Loops  too  appear  or® 
Merovingian  coins  from  the  Kentish  cemetery  at  Sibertswold.  From  a  number  ol® 
pagan  Saxon  cemeteries  have  come  pierced  Roman  coins,  a  number  of  which  date 
back  to  the  third  century.  These,  presumably,  had  been  unearthed  and  re-used. 

After  the  pagan  Saxon  period  coins  were  used  less  frequently  as  jewellery  in 
England.  The  custom  however  did  not  entirely  die  out,  and  there  is  a  fine  pendant 
of  the  tenth  century  from  Winchester  which  has  as  its  centrepiece  an  imitation  of  a 
penny  of  Edward  the  Elder. 

In  medieval  times  some  coins  appear  to  have  been  used  as  amulets.  The  most 
famous  example  is  the  “Lee  Penny” — a  groat  of  Edward  I  with  a  stone  set  in  its 
centre,  which  has  traditionally  been  held  by  the  Lockhart  family  of  the  Lee  estate, 
near  Lanark,  Scotland.  It  was  used  as  a  charm  for  curing  disease,  the  water  in  which 
it  was  dipped  being  vested  with  remarkable  properties.  It  seems  to  have  been  par¬ 
ticularly  useful  for  curing  rabies,  and  was  still  used  even  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
The  following  quotation,  from  W.  Davidson’s  History  of  Lanark  (1828),  is  given  here 
as  a  paraphrase  does  not  do  it  justice: 
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“Many  cures  are  said  to  have  been  performed  by  it,  and  such  was  its  far-spread 
fame,  that  people  came  from  many  parts  of  Scotland,  and  even  from  England,  to 
procure  the  water  in  which  the  stone  had  been  immersed.  Tradition  further  adds — 
that  when  the  plague  last  raged  in  Newcastle,  the  corporation  of  that  city  sent  for  the 
penny,  and  gave  bond  for  one  thousand  pounds,  in  trust  for  it;  nay,  so  convinced 
were  they  of  its  wonderful  affects;  that,  rather  than  return  it,  they  agreed  to  forfeit 
the  pledge,  which  was  however  declined  by  the  proprietor.  The  most  remarkable 
and  best  authenticated  cure  is  said  to  have  been  performed  upon  Lady  Baird,  of 
Saughtownhall,  near  Edinburgh,  who  exhibited  symptoms  of  hydrophobia,  some  time 
after  having  been  bit  by  a  suspicious  dog.  The  loan  of  the  talisman  was  procured, 
and  the  lady  drank  daily  of  the  water,  in  which  the  charm  had  been  immersed; 
besides  bathing  in  it,  for  several  weeks,  until  a  cure  was  effected.  .  .  .  Indeed,  not  a 
summer  passes,  without  pilgrims  visiting  it  from  all  quarters,  to  prove  its  sanative 
virtues  and,  so  convinced  are  many  people  of  its  healing  power,  that  a  failure  is 
attributed  to  some  improper  observance  of  the  ceremonies — which  must  be,  as  the 
country  people  term  it,  ‘three  dips  an  a  sweil’,  necplus ,  nee  minus.” 

It  is  described  in  Scott’s  novel.  The  Talisman.  Traditionally,  the  first  Lockhart, 
follower  of  Robert  Bruce,  acquired  it  from  the  wife  of  a  Saracen  as  part  of  a  ransom. 

The  most  widespread  occurrence  of  coins  worn  rather  than  spent  in  England  is 
associated  with  the  use  of  touch  pieces.  Touch  pieces  were  coins  which  were  touched 
by  the  king  and  then  given  to  people  suffering  from  “King’s  Evil”  or  scrofula.  They 
were  pierced  and  worn  round  the  neck  from  a  ribbon.  Their  prophylactic  powers 
probably  stem  from  the  fact  that  the  denomination  used,  the  angel,  had  a  type 
which  depicted  a  sufficiently  potent  example  of  Christian  iconography.  Angels  were 
first  struck  by  Edward  IV,  and  touch  pieces  are  relatively  rare  until  Stuart  times. 
James  I  was  not  very  eager  to  come  into  contact  with  his  sick  subjects,  but  Charles  II 
managed  to  touch  90,000  subjects,  giving  them  replicas  of  the  angel.  The  Pretenders 
carried  on  the  tradition,  even  striking  special  angels  for  the  purpose,  but  the  Hano¬ 
verians  despised  it  and  it  fell  out  of  use  in  the  eighteenth  century. 

Finally,  though  not  a  jewrel,  the  “crooked  sixpence”  served  as  a  substitute  for  one. 
In  Elizabethan  England  if  a  young  man  was  too  poor  to  buy  his  favourite  a  ring,  he 
bent  a  hammered  sixpence  instead  so  that  it  could  no  longer  be  spent,  and  gave  it  to 
her  as  a  lovetoken.  Hence  the  origin  of  the  lucky  properties  of  a  crooked  sixpence.

The  other  records 
concerning  the  silver  exchange  of  1817  are  entered  in  the  Record  Books  in  Class: 
Mint  1. 

Provision  for  a  new  silver  coinage  was  made  in  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  on 
the  22nd  June,  1816,  and  in  pursuance  of  that  Act  new  silver  coins  were  minted 
for  exchange  for  the  old  silver  coins  then  in  circulation. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  exchange,  four  principal  and  sixteen  auxiliary  exchange 
stations  were  set  up  in  London  and  its  vicinity,  the  auxiliary  stations  being  under  the 
superintendence  of  Commissariat  officers  seconded  to  assist  the  Mint.  Those  stations 
were  assisted  in  the  exchange  by  the  London  and  Westminster  bankers  who  agreed 
to  receive  the  new  silver  coin  for  the  accommodation  of  their  customers. 

In  the  provincial  cities  and  towns  of  England  and  Wales,  the  exchange  w’as 
undertaken  by  bankers  and  other  persons,  and  by  Commissariat  officers  seconded  to 
assist  the  Mint  in  the  exchange  in  the  country;  all  of  whom  were  appointed  to  act  as 
receivers  of  the  old  coin.  Inspectors  to  examine  the  old  coin  were  also  appointed 
to  assist  at  the  London  and  Provincial  stations. 

In  Scotland,  the  exchange  wTas  undertaken  by  the  Bank  of  Scotland,  that  Bank 
establishing  stations  throughout  Scotland  for  the  receipt  and  exchange  of  the  old  coin. 

Operations  for  the  striking  of  the  new  coin  began  in  the  Mint  in  July,  1816. 
Supplies  of  the  new  coin  for  the  commencement  of  the  exchange  were  conveyed  from 
the  Mint  to  the  exchange  stations  in  England  and  Wales  by  means  of  wagons, 
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caravans,  coaches  and  other  suitable  transport  between  the  17th  January  and  the 
3rd  February,  1817.  Conveyance  of  the  new  coin  to  the  Bank  of  Scotland  in  Edinburgh 
was  partly  by  ship  and  partly  by  land. 

The  exchange  began  on  the  13th  February,  1817,  the  Mint  sending  out  further 
supplies  of  the  new  coin  to  the  exchange  stations  on  request.  When  the  old  coin 
was  demonetised  on  the  1st  March,  1817,  a  period  of  three  months  was  permitted 
for  the  paying  in  of  the  old  coin  at  face  value;  and  by  the  end  of  that  period,  most 
of  the  old  coin  had  been  exchanged  and  returned  to  the  Mint  for  recoinage.

After  the  search  for  coin  collections  in  NE  Italy  which  began  and  ended  in 
Padova  my  route  lay  towards  Rome.  There  was  a  group  of  museums  on  the  S.  edge 
of  the  plain,  such  as  Bologna,  Faenza  and  Ravenna,  and  another  group  across  the 
Apennines  in  Tuscany  and  Umbria;  linking  the  two  was  the  autostrada  through  the 
mountains  with  remarkable  viaducts,  tunnels  and  cliff-hangs.  But  immediately 
after  Venice  and  Padova  I  retired  to  Este  where  a  terse  entry  in  my  diary  reads 
“Checked  future  Saint’s  Days”.  I  had  almost  run  into  St.  Mark’s  day  at  Venice — 
now  I  had  to  spend  the  day  in  contemplation  since  all  museums  were  shut  to  honour 
the  saint.  Then  followed  Saturday  and  Sunday,  and  to  add  to  my  disgust  at  enforced 
idleness  the  next  Thursday  was  to  be  May  Day — either  labour  day  for  party  com¬ 
rades  or  St.  Joseph  the  Worker’s  day  for  the  faithful.  Hence  my  retirement  to  Este 
where  I  enjoyed  the  hotel  and  the  food  and  the  gardens,  wrote  up  my  records  and 
finished  off  ‘The  Brothers  Karamazov’  in  which  I  had  sunk  happily  and  deeply. 

The  first  day  back  at  work  I  visited  Adria — a  small  town  near  the  coast  N.  of 
Ravenna.  The  collection  was  small — only  212  coins — in  what  seems  to  be  a  fairly 
newly  founded  Museo  Nazionale  for  that  area.  The  inevitable  republican  hoard  of 
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denarii  stopping  at  Caesar  and  49  B.C.  made  its  appearance  and  was  duly  eliminated 
from  the  lists,  but  a  hoard  of  later  denarii  from  Vespasian  to  the  elder  Faustina 
caused  more  trouble.  The  next  stop  was  Faenza,  where  the  coins  had  to  be  chased. 
I  first  tried  the  main  museum — but  that  is  the  main  ceramic  museum  in  Italy —

sensibly  placed  since  Faenza  was  one  of  the  greatest  producers  of  medieval  decorated 
pottery.  I  was  passed  to  the  Municipal  Art  Gallery  and  Museum  where  I  saw  the 
curator  who  was  very  helpful,  explained  that  the  coins  had  been  given  to  the  Municipal 
library  some  thirty  years  before,  gave  me  directions  and  an  introduction  and  sent  me 
on  my  way.  I  had  lunch  and  wrandered — pointlessly  and  rather  irritably,  all  was 
not  going  perfectly  and  the  enforced  idleness  of  May  Day  loomed  ahead.  After 
an  hour’s  wandering  I  was  cursing  the  three  hour  lunch  break  from  noon  to  three, 
the  hot  sun,  Faenza,  and  Italy  in  general,  then  I  suddenly  thought  I  recognised 
another  character  strolling  equally  aimlessly  ahead  of  me  in  the  empty  street.  I 
quickened  my  pace,  so  did  he,  I  went  on  to  a  swift  march,  he  glanced  nervously 
behind  and  lengthened  his  stride.  I  broke  into  a  trot  and  he  seemed  about  to  sprint 
off  so  I  was  forced  to  chance  an  embarrassing  mistake  and  shout  “Hugo”.  My  quarry 
suddenly  stopped  dead  as  if  shot,  turned  round  as  I  ran  up,  and  loosed  a  torrent  of 
the  first  proper  English  I  had  heard  for  three  weeks,  beginning  with  the  beautiful 
and  welcome  greeting,  “What  the  bloody  hell  are  you  doing  here  ?”  fie  was  searching 
for  early  medieval  pottery  and  I  was  searching  for  coins  and  we  were  in  identical 
depressions,  but  by  opening  time  we  departed  happily  each  to  his  obscure  collection. 
The  lady  librarian  was  very  pleasant  indeed  but  a  little  doubtful  whether  her  coins 
were  in  good  enough  order  to  be  seen.  I  was  shown  a  few  trays  and  enthused  “but 
surely  there  are  some  more”.  A  few'  more  trays  emerged,  I  enthused  again,  said  how 
useful  all  this  w7ould  be  if  only  the  collection  were  complete,  and  finally  the  skeleton 
was  brought  out  of  the  cupboard  and  packets  of  unlabelled  coins  filled  the  table. 
I  wras  delighted,  the  librarian  saw  this,  was  pleased  and  highly  relieved,  and  left  me  to 
identify  what  I  could  while  she  attended  to  her  daily  business.  I  managed  to  identify 
the  bulk  of  the  collection  of  873  coins,  if  only  by  Emperor  and  date,  so  this  added  a 
very  useful  small  collection  to  my  lists  and  left  a  better  organised  collection  in  return. 

The  next  day,  April  30th,  was  a  marathon.  I  arrived  at  the  Civic  Museum  in 
Bologna  to  see  the  coin  specialist  soon  after  9  am.  He  had  promised  to  have  his  manu¬ 
script  lists  of  the  two  collections  ready  for  me  to  consult  and  summarise  and  we  set  to 
work.  His  lists  of  the  eighteen  thousand  coins,  eight  thousand  in  the  University 
collection  and  eleven  thousand  in  the  municipal  collection,  were  perfect  for  my 
purposes  for  he  had  summarised  the  coins  by  metal,  emperor  and  later  reverse,  in  a 
scheme  very  like  my  own.  And  I  was  given  full  run  of  these  precious  lists  after  no 
more  than  an  agreeable  half  hour  discussion  of  the  problems  of  coins  and  catalogues 
in  which  it  became  apparent  that  we  thought  on  very  similar  lines.  With  about 
170  gold  coins  the  collections  are  high  in  any  league  table  of  value,  but  the  full  range 
can  be  better  shown  by  quoting  one  emperor,  such  as  Nero:  18  aurei,  29  denarii,  62 
sestertii,  90  dupondii  and  asses,  and  27  semisses  and  quadrantes.  As  always,  however, 
apart  from  gold  coins,  the  latest  coinage  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  centuries  was  sparse. 
There  is  one  speculation  which  can  be  made  here,  however  harebrained  it  may  sound, 
and  that  concerns  gold  coins  of,  say,  Honorius  (15).  These  would  still  have  been  in 
circulation  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  century  whereas  the  University  was  founded  in  425, 
so  it  is  just  a  theoretical  possibility  that  the  University  collection  which  still  exists 
could  have  taken  its  late  Roman  gold  coins  out  of  circulation.  The  point  could  of  course 
never  be  proved  and  may  be  unlikely  but  the  very  fact  that  it  is  a  theoretical  possibility 
says  something  very  important  about  the  continuity  of  civic  life  in  Italy.  If  towns 
are  ever  broken,  raided  or  destroyed,  this  is  usually  due  to  the  Arab  and  Norman 
raiders  of  the  7th- 10th  centuries  rather  than  any  earlier  Germanic  barbarians. 
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After  a  quick  lunch  I  was  off  to  Ravenna.  Coins  or  mosaics  ?  Tomorrow  was  May 
Day  and  all  the  churches  would  of  course  be  open  on  a  Saint’s  Day,  whereas  the 
museum  would  be  closed;  so  coins  won.  All  the  collections  were  on  view  in  the  ex¬ 
cellent  archaeological  museum,  so  I  set  to  work  listing.  Here  at  last  was  the  continuity 
which  I  had  hoped  for,  with  coins  running  from  the  hoard  of  republican  denarii 
through  to  Justinian  and  beyond.  But  the  continuity  did  nothing  for  the  actual 
numbers  of  coins  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  centuries.  Thus  Hadrian  (117-138)  had  2 
aurei,  20  denarii,  28  sestertii,  28  dupondii  and  asses  and  4  semisses;  the  joint  reigns  of 
Valentinian  II,  Valens  and  Gratian  (364-378)  which  in  England  would  have  provided 
ten  times  as  many  coins  compared  with  Hadrian,  mustered  one  A2  and  eleven 
of  the  usual  A3.  The  great  thing  at  Ravenna  is  that  the  roll-call  trickles  on: 
Arcadius — 1  gold,  5  copper;  Honorius — 12  gold,  2  silver,  3  copper;  Johannes — 
2  gold ;  Galla  Placidia— 3  gold ;  Honoria — 1  gold ;  Majorian — 2  copper ;  Libius  Severus 
— 1  gold;  Anthemius — 1  gold.  Then,  late  in  the  fifth  century,  come  the  coins  struck 
in  Ravenna  for  its  own  coinage  which  I  saw  nowhere  else  in  Italy — a  fact  which 
suggests  that  they  stayed  in  their  place  of  origin.  Then,  on  to  the  issues  struck  by 
the  Germans — Odovacer  and  Theodoric  the  Ostrogoth  in  the  name  of  the  Emperors 
at  Constantinople.  Was  this  German  gold  struck  in  the  likeness  of  the  Byzantine 
Emperor,  or  Byzantine  gold  struck  by  the  Germans  ?  The  difference  hinges  on  a  fine 
point  of  constitution  but  legally  the  latter  is  nearer  the  mark.  Theodoric  governed  the 
Goths  in  Italy  as  Rex  and  their  “hosts”  the  Romans  as  vice-roy  of  the  acknowledged 
legal  emperor  in  Constantinople,  who  alone  had  power  to  strike  coinage  in  the 
precious  metals. 

Before  leaving  Ravenna  to  return  to  my  hotel  several  miles  away  I  cheated  and 
slipped  into  San  Vitale  to  get  a  foretaste  of  the  mosaics  in  which  I  could  luxuriate 
on  the  next  day.  That  evening  provided  the  third  test  in  my  “eating  in  Italian" 
course.  I  had  got  through  stage  one— read  the  menu  and  order  intelligibly;  stage 
two,  at  Este,  had  caused  perplexity — a  verbal  menu  reeled  off  at  high  speed  from 
which  items  had  to  be  selected— but  had  been  conquered;  now  I  was  momentarily 
floored  with  the  simple  question,  stage  three, “Che  vuole,  signore?”.  Weli,  the  only 
answer  was  to  plump  for  the  standard  menu  of  thick  vegetable  soup — suppa  di 
verdura  sounds  much  more  like  it — veal  with  a  green  salad  and  fruit  salad.  Stage 
three  was  successfully  negotiated. 

May  morning  in  Ravenna  brought  hot  sunshine  and  crowds  processing  behind  the 
bands.  If  I  was  in  any  doubt — being  in  the  plain  of  N.  Italy — the  red  carnation  in 
each  button  hole  reminded  me  that  few  people  had  heard  of  St.  Joseph  the  Worker. 
As  a  result  the  churches  were  nearly  empty.  First  I  went  to  the  mausoleum  built  by 
Galla  Placidia  around  425  and  soaked  myself  in  the  deep  blue  of  the  purely  Roman 
mosaics  on  the  barrel  vaults  and  end  walls.  Then  I  made  a  jump  in  time  to  San  Vitale 
which,  though  small,  must  be  one  of  the  most  startling  buildings  in  the  world.  The 
ripple  of  mosiacs  on  walls  and  ceilings  must  be  seen  to  be  believed  because  the  air 
somehow  hums  with  colour  and  the  space  inside  the  building  is  thick  with  reds,  blues, 
greens,  gold  and  purple.  In  the  apse,  later  additions,  and  in  my  view  almost  the  only 
mosaics  in  Ravenna  which  should  be  called  Byzantine  rather  than  late  Roman, 
stand  the  Emperor  Justinian  and  his  attractive,  forceful,  but  finally  ineffective  wife, 
Theodora.  On  to  the  Arian  baptistry  with  its  dome  mosaic,  the  Orthodox  Baptistry 
with  dome  mosaic  and  wall  covered  in  marble  and  stucco,  San  Apollinare  Nuovo 
complete  but  for  the  east  end.  Out  to  the  erstwhile  port  on  the  road  to  Rimini  to 
see  San  Apollinare  in  Classe,  there  the  east  end  has  all  the  surviving  mosaic.  Back  to 
shelter  in  a  thunderstorm  in  Theodoric’s  stone  tomb,  one  of  the  very  few  stone 
buildings  in  the  Western  Half  of  the  Empire  and  certainly  unique  in  Italy  after  the 
third  century.  And  Ravenna  was  finished. 
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My  next  port  of  call  lay  over  the  Apennines  so  I  packed  up  and  set  off.  Round 
Bologna  on  a  very  well  planned  double  ring  road — the  inner  ring  is  motorway  proper 
on  which  you  have  paid  to  travel,  but  the  outer  ring  is  simply  ring  road  skirting  the 
city — and  up  into  the  mountains.  The  natural  scenery  is  excellent;  the  engineering 
sights  of  the  autostrada  often  rival  nature.  Then  down  and  down  to  the  South, 
round  Florence  which  I  ranked  as  a  large  tourist  site  and  therefore  ignored,  and  by 
mid-afternoon  I  was  in  Siena.  I  found  a  hotel,  collected  my  mail  from  the  post  office 
and  settled  down  to  plan  my  future  route. 

Coins  in  Siena  proved  interesting  and  so  did  the  feast  of  St.  Catherine  whose 
day  it  turned  out  to  be  in  two  days’  time — fortunately  for  my  temper,  coming  so 
quickly  after  St.  Mark  and  May  Day,  this  was  a  Sunday.  At  the  Palazzo  Communale 
I  was  allowed  in  to  an  exhibition  in  course  of  arrangement  and  let  loose  in  the  coin 
room.  This  was  a  very  friendly  act  on  the  part  of  the  curator  who  left  me  the  key  to 
lock  myself  in,  and  I  wanted  to  be  as  little  trouble  as  possible.  I  toured  the  cases— 
modern  Italy,  medieval  Italy,  Byzantine,  Medals,  modern  foreign  coins.  Odd. 
Obviously  I  had  toured  the  cases  in  the  wrong  order  and  missed  out  Rome.  I  tried 
again — medals,  modern  foreign  coins,  modern  Italy,  medieval  Italy — that’s  better — 
Byzantine  and  back  to  medals.  By  this  time  I  was  mildly  flustered,  how  could  I 
have  been  so  careless.  I  tore  up  some  paper  and  went  round  again  leaving  a  marker 
on  each  case  as  I  scrutinised  it.  This  proved  it;  apart  from  Arcadius  who  began  the 
Byzantine  collection,  Romans  were  absent. 

At  the  Museo  Archeologico  another  surprise  was  in  store.  I  found  the  beginning 
of  the  very  well  presented  series  of  coins,  noted  a  possible  late  Republican  hoard 
which  gave  a  remarkable  series  of  the  legionary  denarii  of  Marc  Antony,  and  went 
on  to  Augustus.  Here  were  suggestions  of  a  true  archaeological  collection  for  11 
denarii  and  6  sestertii  gave  way  to  71  dupondii  and  asses  and  35  semisses  and  quad- 
rantes.  Passing  quickly  over  another  “sestertius”  of  Otho,  I  found  that  the  emphasis 
on  coins  of  low  value  continued  through  the  first  century  so  that  even  Trajan  had  1 
silver  didrachm,  34  denarii,  28  sestertii,  56  dupondii  and  asses  and  2  semisses.  This 
was  obviously  a  large  but  useful  collection  and  I  looked  forward  to  the  later  coins. 
Marcus  Aurelius,  the  Antonine  ladies,  Commodus,  Clodius  Albinus — here  we  were 
at  193,  poised  for  the  third  century,  but  no  coins.  Coming  after  my  troubles  earlier 
in  the  day,  I  was  worried.  The  attendant  was  sympathetic,  friendly,  helpful  but  power¬ 
less.  He  opened  cupboards,  looked  in  storerooms,  but  to  no  avail;  the  collection 
stopped  at  193:  and  the  civic  collection  started  at  388.  Somewhere  there  sit  about 
2,500  coins  representing  Siena’s  lost  centuries  but  I  never  found  them. 

St.  Catherine’s  festivities  revived  me.  On  the  Saturday  evening  things  got  under 
way  with  the  arrival  of  the  Pope’s  special  representative  at  the  Cathedral.  He  was 
welcomed  by  the  town’s  most  colourful  representatives  who,  in  fifteenth  century 
costumes,  carried  the  flags  of  the  ancient  quarters  of  the  town.  Next  morning  I 
visited  the  church  of  San  Domenico  where  St.  Catherine’s  head  was  displayed  in  a 
silver  and  glass  case,  and  I  saw  a  scene  which  seemed  almost  medieval,  for  five 
priests  were  occupied  full  time  in  taking  handkerchiefs  and  bandages  from  the 
crowds,  pressing  them  to  the  reliquary,  and  returning  them  to  their  owners.  The 
arrival  of  the  Cardinal  and  Archbishop  with  a  stream  of  bishops  and  monsignori 
ended  this  and  a  concelebration  of  mass  began.  Later  in  the  same  day  in  the  Piazza 
del  Campo,  the  shell-shaped  “square”  where  the  famous  horse-race  takes  place  in 
July  and  August — the  armed  forces  of  Italy  paraded  in  order  to  be  blessed  by  the 
Cardinal  with  a  relic  of  St.  Catherine  who  shares  the  duty  of  Patron  Saint  of  the 
country  with  St.  Francis  of  Assisi.  The  parade  started  with  the  flag  bearers  who 
perform  manoeuvres  with  their  flags  which  made  the  motions  of  even  the  best 
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drum-major  pale  into  insignificance.  This  was  the  one  occasion  that  I  enjoyed  a  Saint’s 
day  for  I  saw  things  which  otherwise  I  would  never  even  have  suspected. 

Between  Siena  and  Rome  lay  two  successes,  a  failure  and  a  taste  of  non-numismatic 
perfection.  First  came  Arezzo  which  I  reached  direct  from  Siena  on  a  small  but 
beautiful  road  which  ambled  over  the  best  of  Tuscany.  Vineyards  stretched  from  the 
road  mingled  with  olive  groves  and  the  roadsides  were  decorated  with  wild  purple 
iris  and  cow  parsley.  The  old  town  of  Arezzo,  upon  the  hill,  fits  well  with  the  scenic 
road;  the  new  town  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill  is  an  unpleasant  sprawl.  But  the  new 
town  has  the  museum  which  holds  the  great  store  of  red  moulded  pottery — Arretine — 
which  was  made  in  the  Roman  town  in  the  first  centuries  B.C.  and  A.D.  and  where 
there  is  a  large  amount  of  pottery  there  should  be  a  large  number  of  coins.  A  good 
collection  was  on  view  in  the  museum  and  was  easily  listed.  Some  of  the  best  coins 
came  outside  my  period  in  the  Etruscan  and  early  Roman  Republic  with  a  fine 
series  of  bronze  and  silver  issues.  Under  the  Empire  the  usual  Italian  pattern  came 
through  with  only  just  over  one  hundred  out  of  773  coins  belonging  to  the  fourth 
century. 

The  second  success  lay  in  the  hill  town  of  Cortona  overlooking  the  lake  of 
Trasimeno  where  Hannibal  routed  a  Roman  army  in  217  B.C.  At  the  door  to  the 
castle  I  was  handed  a  letter  which  was  a  reply  to  my  letter  of  a  week  earlier  warning  of 
my  visit.  In  the  letter  I  was  politely  told  that  in  order  to  examine  the  coins  in  detail 
I  would  have  to  obtain  an  authorisation  from  Florence.  This  was  a  problem  for  it 
would  have  meant  a  long  journey  and  the  waste  of  a  day,  both  of  which  were  against 
my  self-imposed  rules.  The  custodian  saw  my  problem,  sympathised,  but  said  he  just 
could  not  open  the  cases.  At  this  I  saw  a  gleam  of  hope.  Cases  ?  Then  the  coins  were 
all  on  view  ?  Oh,  yes.  If  I  only  wanted  to  look  at  them  in  the  cases,  all  was  well.  I  set 
to  work.  The  results  were  satisfyingly  similar  to  Arezzo,  this  time  with  about  140 
fourth  century  coins  out  of  a  total  of  1371.  The  collection  started  out  with  cast,  then 
struck  Republican  bronze,  and  had  its  usual  quota  of  Republican  silver  before  the 
issues  of  the  empire  started.  But  once  under  way  the  imperial  coins  joined  the  other 
Italian  collections  in  their  distribution.  I  packed  up  my  notebooks  and  repaired  to  a 
hotel  by  the  lake  with  a  menu  mainly  of  fish. 

My  failure  came  at  Perugia — difficulty  in  making  contact  with  the  museum  which 
was  in  the  throes  of  reorganisation,  allied  to  two  days  of  pouring  rain  and  a  petrol 
leak  in  the  bubble  car,  left  unhappy  memories  but  these  were  immediately  expunged 
in  a  three  day  stay  at  Assisi. 

I  have  always  maintained,  in  the  face  of  entrance  charges  to  nearly  everywhere,  that 
the  best  things  in  life  are  free.  Ravenna  was  a  point  greatly  in  my  favour,  for  the  best 
mosaics  in  the  world  are  there  for  everyone  to  look  at  without  charge.  Siena  gave  a 
magnificent  spectacle  completely  free.  Assisi  was  the  crowning  glory  with  two  great 
cycles  of  frescoes  and  the  tomb  of  my  favourite  saint  open  at  all  times  for  my  delight. 
I  found  a  hotel,  picked  a  good  restaurant  in  which  to  feed,  and  then  soaked  in  the 
church  of  San  Francesco.  True,  coach  parties  descended  in  number  after  about 
1 1.00  am  but  they  had  gone  by  about  3.30  pm,  so  it  was  only  a  matter  of  avoiding  the 
middle  of  the  day  and  I  had  the  place  almost  to  myself.  Not  all  visitors  were  to  be 
avoided,  however,  for  it  was  a  late-staying  coach  party  of  men  whom  I  found  kneeling 
round  the  tomb  in  the  rock  cut  crypt  who  gave  me  the  most  intense  feeling  of  my  wThole 
journey.  They  had  spent  some  time  in  prayer,  were  just  about  to  get  up  and  go,  when 
one  of  them  sang  a  verse  of  a  song  or  hymn  and  the  rest  joined  in  a  chorus  in  perfect 
but  simple  harmony,  and  sang  through  to  the  end.  In  the  completely  enclosed  space 
the  music  throbbed  and  bounced  off  the  rock  till  it  wras  firmly  fixed  in  my  head.  I 
noted  it  down  in  the  back  of  my  diary  but  I  can  sing  it  through  now  quite  easily 
without  looking  at  it.

Seventeenth  Century  Token  of  William  Spur.  Continuing  my  researches  into  the 
issuers  of  17th  Century  Tokens  in  Lincolnshire,  I  find  that  the  following  token,  previously 
attributed  to  Lincolnshire,  properly  belongs  to  Nottinghamshire.  Obv.  william.spvr,  at.ye. 
A  spur.  Rev.  in.svtton.svper.lovnd.  his.  halfe.peny.  w.m.s.  The  token  is  not  recorded  by 
Williamson  or  Simpson,  but  is  listed  under  Lincolnshire  by  Sheppard  (1911)  and  Smith 
(1931).  There  are  several  Suttons  in  Lincolnshire,  but  no  Sutton  super  Lound,  whereas 
Sutton-cum-Lound,  Notts,  was  previously  known  as  Sutton  super  Lound.  Further,  the  will 
of  a  William  Spur  was  proved  at  York  in  October  1687  in  which  he  is  described  as  “of  Lound 
in  the  psh.  of  Sutton  in  the  County  of  Nottingham,  husbandman”.  In  it  he  mentions  two 
sons,  Thomas  and  William,  and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth.  The  sons  are  charged  to  “maintain 
in  meat,  drink  &  Appell  (sic)  freely  my  said  daughter  dureing  one  year”.  The  will  is  witnessed 
and  signed  by  “John  Spurr”  bur  William  Spur  signs  with  “his  mark”.  Whether  the  issuer 
was  the  father  or  the  son  could  be  discovered  by  tracing  which  one  married  a  wife  with  a 
Christian  name  with  the  initial  “M”. —  T.  W.  Townsend. 

A  West  Canal  Wharf  public  house  token.  With  reference  to  the  nineteenth  century 
public  house  token  listed  as  “PH  185  Uncertain.  Railway  Hotel,  West  Canal  Wharf”,  in  your 
Bulletin ,  November  1971.  Almost  certainly  this  could  be  listed  under  Cardiff.  West  Canal 
Wharf  was  the  site  of  the  head  office  of  the  Glamorganshire  Canal  Company,  and  is  situated 
near  the  centre  of  Cardiff.  The  public  house  in  question  no  longer  exists,  but  in  the  1890’s 
was  listed  (so  I  am  told)  in  the  Cardiff  directories. — P.  Sumner. 


SIR  FRANCIS  HILL  S  COIN  COLLECTION 

The  presentation  of  Sir  Francis  Hill’s  very  important  and  valuable  collection  of  coins  to  the 
City  of  Lincoln  was  announced  at  the  meeting  of  the  City  Council  on  2nd  January,  1974.  The 
coins  all  belong  to  the  later  Anglo-Saxon  and  the  Norman  periods,  and  nearly  all  were  struck 
at  Lincoln  or  at  Stamford.  There  are  more  than  1,400  coins  of  which  close  on  1,000  were  minted 
at  Lincoln.  Never  before  have  so  many  coins  of  the  two  mints  been  brought  together  inK\one 
ownership,  and  the  Sir  Francis  Flill  collection  is  in  fact  one  of  the  more  significant  private 
cabinets  ever  to  have  been  formed  in  this  country.  Nearly  all  the  coins  are  silver  pennies.  The 
diameter  is  usually  a  little  in  excess  of  that  of  the  English  pre-decimal  sixpence,  but  the  coins 
are  very  much  thinner.  The  precious  metal  content  fluctuates,  but  more  often  than  not 
approximates  to  that  of  the  fine  (.925)  silver  still  known  as  sterling. 

Some  of  the  rarest  coins  in  the  collection  are  those  struck  at  Lincoln  at  the  beginning  of  the 
tenth  century  when  the  whole  area  was  under  Viking  control.  A  few  imitate  London  pennies  of 
Aelfred  the  Great  from  the  end  of  the  880s,  and  one  of  the  halfpennies  is  without  parallel. 
Pride  of  place,  though,  must  go  to  the  Saint  Martin  penny  from  the  early  920s.  It  is  only  the 
sixth  known  specimen,  and  the  legends  sci  MARTi(ni)  and  i.incolla  civiT(as)  are  evidence  of  a 
devotion  to  St  Martin  of  Tours  acquired  when  the  Danes  had  been  attacking  France,  and  of 
their  aspiration  to  revive  the  old  see  of  Lindsey,  something  not  finally  achieved  until  after  the 
Norman  Conquest. 

One  of  the  most  recent  of  Sir  Francis’  acquisitions  is  a  silver  penny  of  Canute  from  the  mint 
of  Torksey.  Only  a  handful  of  coins  of  Torksey  are  extant  today,  and  it  appears  that  the 
moneyers  also  struck  at  Lincoln.  Domesday  Book  notes  Torksey  as  a  ‘suburbium’  of  Lincoln, 
and  it  seems  likely  that  between  the  970’s  and  the  1020s  Torksey  struck  intermittently  as  a 
branch  of  the  main  mint  which  was  always  at  Lincoln. 

xMuch  can  be  learned  about  Lincoln  and  Stamford  in  the  late  tenth,  eleventh  and  early 
twelfth  centuries,  just  by  studying  the  names  of  the  moneyers.  These  normally  appear  on  the 
coins  along  with  the  first  letters  of  the  name  of  the  mint.  In  the  late  Saxon  period  alone,  at 
least  106  moneyers  worked  at  Lincoln,  sometimes  as  many  as  a  score  at  any  given  time,  and  for 
most  of  the  period  Lincoln  vies  with  Winchester  for  the  distinction  of  being  the  third  most 
important  mint  in  England — first  and  second  places  go  to  London  and  York  respectively. 
The  names  of  the  moneyers,  too,  reveal  a  cosmopolitan  population.  Sumerleda  and  Colgrim, 
for  example,  would  have  been  of  Scandinavian  extraction,  Crinan  and  Matathan  suggest 
Norsemen  from  Ireland,  while  Godric  and  Osmund  are  no  doubt  representatives  of  the  English 
population  not  entirely  dispossessed  by  the  Danish  conquest  at  the  end  of  the  ninth  century. 

Sir  Francis  started  to  collect  coins  in  1927,  at  a  time  when  some  Saxon  coins  could  be 
purchased  for  less  than  a  pound.  Since  that  time  interest  in  these  coins  has  increased  tremen¬ 
dously  and  some  coins  today  cost  many  hundreds  of  pounds.  Many  of  the  coins  in  Sir  Francis’ 
collection  would  be  impossible  to  replace  and  for  this  reason  the  collection  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  priceless.  The  Corporation  has  recognised  the  outstanding  importance  of  the  gift  to 
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the  city  and  a  special  strongroom  is  being  added  to  the  Usher  Gallery  where  the  coins  will  be 
displayed  in  high  security  cases. 

The  donation  oi  the  coins  will  make  Lincoln  an  important  centre  of  numismatic  studies. 
Sir  Francis’  collection,  together  with  the  Museum’s  own  collection,  and  a  large  part  of  the 
Lincoln  hoard  ol  Henry  1st  coins  found  in  1972,  will  all  be  brought  together.  This  will  constitute 
one  of  the  largest  coin  collections  outside  London,  and  one  which  few  provincial  Museums  can 
even  equal.  The  W.  C.  Wells  collection  of  Stamford  Mint  coins  is  incorporated  in  Sir  Francis 
Hill’s  collection. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 


THE  BRITISH  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  on  February  26th, 
Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent  read  a  paper  on  the  1973  Little 
Wymondley  hoard  of  coins  of  Henry  VIII.  The  speaker 
first  described  the  finding  of  the  coins,  during  altera¬ 
tions  to  a  house.  There  were  646  coins,  found  in  a 
concrete  mass,  and  dating  from  the  early  coinage  of 
Henry  VI  to  that  of  Edward  VI.  559  were  coins  of 
Henry  VIII.  Dr.  Kent  showed  slides  of  the  coins,  and 
discussed  them.  The  greater  part  of  the  coins,  494, 
were  of  the  second  coinage  of  Henry  VIII.  These 
included  all  the  major,  and  many  of  the  minor  varieties. 
The  large  scale  of  this  coinage  was  due  to  the  silver 
plate  of  the  monasteries  being  converted  into  coinage. 
In  dealing  with  the  third,  base  coinage  of  Henry  VIII, 
Dr.  Kent  said  that  the  hoarder  had  been  selective, 
he  had  included  groats  of  the  9oz.  standard,  but  had 
rejected  those  of  the  baser  standards.  The  coins  in 
the  hoard  showed  great  variation  in  weight,  and  the 
loss  in  weight  of  the  earlier  coins  was  not  more  than 
that  of  the  later. 

Finally,  Dr.  Kent  said  that  the  hoard  showed  the 
watershed  between  the  mediaeval  and  modern  coins.
